The second consecutive y ear of 
drought in Southeast Missouri has 
broken all past records. Spring-fed

to the lowest recorded levels. 
The Black River, which serves 
Poplar Bluff and a farm area to 
the south, is down to its lowest 
ebb of 1.47 feet. The widely known 
Current River also is down to its 
lowest level. 
Most of the state had hoped that 
September would bring moisture 
relief in time to do some good. 
But it didn’t. The weather bureau 
at St. Louis pointed out that in 
the 1934 and 1936 droughts, pas­ 
tures had shown considerable im­ 
provement by October 1. Far the 
state as a whole, the precipitation 
during the growing season has av­ 
eraged only 12.91 inches, which is 
51 per cent of normal. 
In some parts of the state the 
deficiency is far below those fig­ 
ures. 
Nodaway County has had only 
14 53 inches of rain this y ear, com­ 
pared with the normal fall of 30.96. 
Kenneth Walkup, county agent, re­ 
ported 10 per cent of the farmers 
in the county have no water at 
all, and another 15 per cent are 
almost out. 
Not since September, 1928, has 
Cape Girardeau County been so 
short of water. Only .4 of an inch 
of rainfall was recorded at Cape 
Girardeau 
dur i n g the month. 
Farm ers are hauling more than 
40,000 gallons a day from the Jack­ 
son water plant. 
Most immediate concern of the 
farm ers is winter feed. Dairy men 
in Howell county are selling for as 
low as $40 cows for which they 
paid more the $200. Some south­ 
west Missouri farm ers are cutting 
down timber and using the leaves 
for feed.

Jasper

agent, said: 
“The situation has grown to the 
point where the farm ers are no 
longer concerned, 
but are just 
plain panicky . It’s definitely past 
the critical stage.”

But Hensley Hall, county ex ten­ 
sion agent, say s the beef cattle­ 
man and the small milk producers 
are “sitting it out—they don’t know 
what to do” because hay at $35 
to $40 a ton is too high to obtain 
for their entire herds. 
More than the usual number of 
Cole County farm ers are coming 
to Jefferson City to take “ any kind 
of job”—in construction or other 
fields—to pick up enough money 
for hay or, if they are forced to 
give up their livestock, to tide their 
families through the winter.

If he can save some of this money, 
which already has been taxed, he 
is free to tev est it in stocks.

3. The 
investor, finally, must 
pay

profits. 
The investor’s dollar has thus 
been exposed to three tax collec­ 
tions.

Missouri IFarms Are 
90 Per Cent Electrified 


WASHINGTON UR - The Rural 
Electrification Administration an­ 
nounced today that 89.9 per cent 
of the farms in Missouri are elec­ 
trified. 
The REA report, summarizing 
activity up to last June 30, said 
206,847 of the 230.045 farms in Mis­ 
souri have electric power. 
About 147.600 farms in the United 
States received their first electric­ 
ity during the fiscal year ended 
June 30. REA announced. The ag­ 
ency said 90.8 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s farms now are electrified. 
On June 30. REA reported, 4,888.- 
460 farms were connected to power 
suppliers. That left 493,674 Ameri­ 
can farms unelectrified. Over half 
of those with power get it from 
REA-financed systems, the agency 
said. 
In addition to the farms without 
power, REA said about 246,000 oth­ 
er rural establishments are without 
electricity. These include non-farm 
rural homes, schools and churches. 
In percentages of farms electri­ 
fied. three states passed the 99 per 
cent mark during the last fiscal 
year—Michigan 99.9, Indiana 99.3 
and Washington 99.1. Twenty-seven 
states are above the national aver­ 
age of 90.8.

Dear Editor: 
Because of continued criticism 
of the County Drought Commit­ 
tees’ methods of approving and 
disapproving applications for feed 
it is my desire to set forth the ex­ 
act position of the New Madrid 
County Drought Committee in re­ 
gard to this program. 
In the first place, the drought 
Committee is composed of the 
Chairman of the PMA Committee, 
the FHA Supervisor, the County 
Agent, a Farm er and a Banker. 
The farm er makes application at 
the County PMA office for feed 
needed and the application is ap­ 
proved 
or disapproved by the 
above committee. 
In the beginning of the pro­ 
gram, 
this 
committee, 
after 
a 
thorough study of all regulations 
was of the opinion that a farm er 
in a designated drought area who 
had cattle but who had lost his 
pastures from drought and had 
no prospect of harvesting feed be­ 
cause of drought was eligible for 
feed. Regulations as provided re­ 
peatedly stated that in no event 
was the county drought commit­ 
tee to ask for a financial state­ 
ment from a farmer. 
Under the above supposition ap­ 
provals were made in this county. 
Before the farmers could be noti- 


tion was entirely too “loose” and 
that they should satisfy themselv­ 
es that there was a mortgage on 
the cattle and the person was in 
a bad financial shape before ap­ 
provals were made. Also during 
this meeting drought committees 
were threatened with an investi­ 
gation if approvals were made in 
any other manner. In a later meet­ 
ing we were also told that the 
PMA Chairman, FHA Supervisor 
and County Agent would be “fir­ 
ed” if acting in any other manner. 
A few days after the Salem 
meeting a state office representa­ 
tive visited our office and review­ 
ed the approvals we had made. He 
stated that we were entirely too 
easy and would have to tighten up. 
We had accepted payment from 
one farmer for feed and were ad­ 
vised by the State Office represen­ 
tative to return his check inas­ 
much as the man’s cattle were not 
mortgaged and he was ineligible 
for feed. This was done by this 
Committee. 
Letters were then sent to all 
farm ers 
(approvals 
first 
made 
were withdraw n) asking them to 
meet with the Committee. When 
farmers appeared at our meetings 
we asked the farmers if they had 
the cattle mortgaged. If so, ap­ 
provals were made. If not, ap­ 
provals were not made. 
Since that time we have re­ 
ceived a suggested form to be 
used 
in 
determining eligibility. 
This suggested form asks “Is your 
present financial condition such 
that unless you receive drought 
emergency feed it will be neces­ 
sary for you to sell all or a m a­ 
jor portion of your livestock.” I 
consider this a financial statement. 
Later we were again visited by 
a State Office representative who 
told 
us we 
were entirely 
too 
“tight” in our approvals and sug­ 
gested that we “loosen” up. We re­ 
quested a revision of eligibility 
requirements in writing, which 
we have never received. 
At *he present time we are at­ 
tempting to hold to the regula­ 
tions as set by the State Drought 
Committee although I, personally, 
am not in favor of the restrictions 
set on this program and it is my 
personal opinion that the present 
method of administering the pro­ 
gram was not the original intent of 
the Congress and of the President. 
Under the present tangled m ess of 
instructions, 
contradictions 
and 
varied interpretations, it is impos­ 
sible to adm inister this program 
in a fair and equitable manner. 
Although this is a cotton county 


area and I understand that some 
of the counties have ordered more 
than 100 cars of feed. This county 
has ordered 3 cars. In my opinion 
there could not possibly be that 
much difference in needs and it 
would appear that all counties are 
not following instructions as set 
out in the Salem meeting. I hesi­ 
tate to accuse anyone of party 
politics m a program such as this 
which certainly should be above 
any and all politics. However, I 
will say we will welcome any in­ 
vestigation in our county but cer­ 
tainly will insist that the investi­ 
gations extend to other counties 
which seem to have less difficulty 
with eligibility requirem ents than 
do the cotton counties of Southeast 
Missouri. 
As stated above, the purpose of 
this letter is to set forth the posi­ 
tion of the County Drought Com­ 
mittee. As far as I am concerned, 
there is no secret in the method 
of making approvals. In order to 
administer this program in a fair 
and equitable manner, revised in­ 
structions must necessarily come 
from the State Drought Commit­ 
tee.

The refrigerated, insulated egg 
cooling room in most cases cap be 
conveniently located in the middle 
or one end of the laying house. 
This allows a minimum of distance 
to carry the eggs when gathered. 
The egg room should be located so 
that the eggs are easily picked up 
for marketing. In addition, pro­

The poultryman keeping a high 
producing laying flock of 1,000 to 
1,200 birds, and now selling on a 
hatchability or graded basis, can 
realize an additional $300 income 
annuaily through improved qual­ 
ity as a result of proper cooling.

Of 
course, you’ve got to know when 
it’s going to rain. 
Now’s an excellent time to get 
that soil test in for testing for 
wheat. Adding nitrogen won’t pay 
if potash or phosphate is too low. 
So why not have a test made and 
add all plant food as the soil test 
shows the soil needs. If you don’t 
know how to collect dirt for a 
sample—call, come by or drop a 
card to the Extension Office and 
we’ll be glad to explain. Our soil 
specialists say that fall application 
of nitrogen to wheat and barley 
on most soil will make as good 
yields as spring application. Be 
careful in applying anhydrous to 
dry soil—your escape may be ra­ 
ther high. 
Several farmers are interested 
in cutting soybeans for hay. Pro­ 
perly cured soybean hay stacks up 
pretty good. It appears from sev­ 
eral experiments that about the 
best time to cut soybeans is when 
pods are about three-fourths dev­ 
eloped. It’s also a good time to 
put up beans for silage.

Diab etes is regarded as an in­ 
heritable ailment and thu s b elongs 
In the class of sev eral other con­ 
ditio ns that may b e p assed along 
fro m p arent to child.

Far ex amp le, Helen does not 
hav e diab etes b u t she is catalog­ 
u ed as a “ carrier.”

Carrier Diabetics 
Since Helen's mother is a dia­ 
b etic b u t her father is neither a 
“carrier” nor a “p otential” dia 
b etic, then Helen is a “carrier” 
b u t shou ld not hav e diab etes her­ 
self. 
If Helen’s sweetheart has no his- 
io ry of diab etes on b oth his fath­ 
er’s and his mother’s side, then 
for all p ractical p u rp oses she need 
not worry ab ou t her children’s 
hav ing diab etes. 
What holds regarding the inheri­ 
tance of diab etes is likely to b e 
tru e of feeb lemindedness and other 
heritab le traits. 
Why Diabetes 
Diab etes dev elop s b ecau se the 
p ancreas fails to manu factu re e- 
nou gh insu lin. Thanks to v iv isec­ 
tion ex p eriments on dogs, we hav e 
learned this fact and now can in­ 
ject insu lin b y needle to make u p 
the difference. 
A diab etic may actu ally liv e 
longer b ecau se of his disease than 
he wou ld hav e liv ed withou t it. 
For if he watches his diet and 
thu s directs his ap p etite b y his 
head, this orderly ty p e of liv ing 
may giv e him a greater long­ 
ev ity than if he had b een a glu t­ 
ton disregarded medical common 
sense.

They 
usually had the job of turning the 
large wheel on the machine, which 
gave the twist to the rope, while 
an older man with a bundle of 
“hackled” or dressed hemp walked 
backward from the wheel, feed­ 
ing out the hemp fibers evenly 
with his hands, forming the rope 
strands. As soon as the spinner 
completed his journey, he called 
for the wheelman to detach the 
yarn and begin winding it on a 
reel nearby, 
while 
he 
slowly 
walked forward and held it taut. 
Later, three or more of these 
strands were twisted together in 
the opposite direction to form a 
strong rope. 
As early as 1809 the Missouri I 
Gazette announced that a rope 
walk was to be built at Herculan­ 
eum since the farmers had become 
interested in hemp culture. The 


500 pound bales for shipping. 
In 1860 Missouri produced the 
largest amount of hemp ever re­ 
corded tor the state, a total of 
19,267 tons. The price ranged from 
$200 to $300 a ton for the longest 
and strongest fiber. The lour lead-’ 
ing counties this year were Saline, 
Lafayette, Platte, and Buchanan. 
It was said, perhaps with some 
exaggeration, that Lafayette Coun­ 
ty farmers were so wedded to 
hemp cultivation that they had to 
import grain and meat from other 
counties, and in Sal ini' it was the 
great staple. 
Wymore, Byrd, and Company, 
operating one of the four rope- 
walks at Liberty, in 1854 made 
7,991 coils of rope, paying farmers 
$6.000 for hemp and hiring 30 to 
35 hands. 
The nemp crop was big business 
in Missouri before the Civil War, 
but it depended upon slave labor 
for profit and soon became a 
ghost industry when slavery was 
abolished. Demand for Missouri- 
made rope declined, too, with the

spring with a loss of 16,446 acres 
of timber. 
‘‘More than half of all wildfire:- 
in Missouri escape from so-called 
‘control burning’ of brush piles, 
gardens, pastures and fence rows,” 
White said. ‘‘This great loss of 
timber and the resultant loss oi 
soil and fertility could be prevent 
ed by the simple rule: ‘Don’t burn 
in the morning — wait until even 
ing.’ If folks would heed that sim­ 
ple rule our fire losses could be 
cut in half.” 
Many fires started in the morn­ 
ing get away, but few started in 
the evening cause fire fighter: 
trouble. The reason, White said 
is that tem perature rises while the 
winds usually are stronger. After 
5 p.m. the tem perature declines 
the humidity rises and the wind 
usually falls. Under those condi 
tions fires have much less chance 
of getting out of hand.

Sets New Marks

Parts of State 
Have Two Years 
Subnormal Rainfall 


KANSAS CITY iff) — Missouri’s 
drought is setting new m arks for 
severity, 
“ D esperate,” “ the w orst.” and 
“ unprecedented” 
are 
adjectives 
used to describe the situation in 
parts of the state where the earth 
is parched and blighted by more 
than two years of subnormal rain­ 
fall. 
It is worse in the southern half 
of the state, but the northern sec­ 
tion has not escaped. 
For the farm ers and stockmen 
it m eans heavy losses, rising debts, 
despair and uncertainty that af­ 
fects all economy tied to agricul­ 
ture. 
Would Help Morale 
Soaking rains would help morale 
and replenish depleted w ater sup­ 
plies, but it wouldn’t help to any 
extent the conditions f a c e d by 
farm ers looking toward fall grass­ 
es and grains for winter pasture. 
C o m p a r i s o n s with previous 
drought years are frequent. 
Take the counties in the south- 
central part of the stage. Here the 
oldtim ers say this drought is worse 
than the ones in 1901, 1934 and 
1936. 
The Howell-Oregon Electric Co­ 
operative has reported 1,400 dis­ 
connections by users in Howell, 
Oregon, Shannon and Texas coun­ 
ties. Some of the farm users have 
moved, others wanted to reduce 
expenses. 
One Howell County school, ex­ 
pecting to have 22 pupils, opened 
with only four. The Howell County 
Court established an “ Operation 
W aterhaul” for w ater desperate 
farm ers. In the first nine days it 
hauled 384.000 gallons to 200 farm s 
from 
West 
Plains 
alone. 
Other 
parts of the county are served by 
trucks moving out from Willow 
Springs and Mountain Grove. 
Most cf the farm ers who have 
left seeking jobs elsewhere are the 
younger ones 
who have not had 
tim e to establish them selves # to 
m eet adversity. 
The second consecutive year of 
drought in Southeast Missouri has 
broken all past records. Spring-fed 
stream s have dried up and even 
the m a ^ '-»tier courses a re down 
to the lowest recorded levels. 
The Black River, which serves 
Poplar Bluff and a farm area to 
the south, is down to its lowest 
ebb of 1.47 feet. The widely known 
Current River also is down to its 
lowest level. 
Most of the state had hoped that 
Septem ber would bring moisture 
relief in tim e to do some good. 
But it didn't. The w eather bureau 
at St. Louis pointed out that in 
the 1934 and 1936 droughts, pas­ 
tures had shown considerable im ­ 
provem ent by October 1. For the 
state as a whole, the precipitation 
during the growing season has av­ 
eraged only 12.91 inches, which is 
51 per cent of normal. 
In some parts of the state the 
deficiency is far below those fig­ 
ures. 
Nodaway County has had cnly 
14 53 inches of rain this year, com­ 
pared with the normal fall of 30 96 
Kenneth Walkup, county agent, re­ 
ported 10 per cent of the farm ers 
in the county have no w ater at 
all, and another 15 per cent are 
alm ost out. 
Not since September, 1928. has 
Cape G irardeau County been sc 
short of water. Only .4 of an inch 
of rainfall was recorded at Cape 
G irardeau d u r i n g the month. 
F arm ers are hauling more than 
40.000 gallons a day from the Jack­ 
son w’ater plant. 
Most im m ediate concern of the 
farm ers is winter feed. Dairymen 
in Howell county are selling for as 
low as $40 cows for which they 
paid m ore the $200. Some south­ 
west Missouri farm ers are cutting 
down tim ber and using the leaves 
for feed 
At Carthage, W ayman Dunlap. 
Jasp er 
County 
associated 
farm 
agent, said: 
“ The situation has grown to the 
point where the farm ers are no 
longer 
concerned, 
but 
are 
just 
plain panicky. It’s definitely past 
the critical stage.” 
Cole County operators of Grade 
A dairy herds are buying hay, hop­ 
ing to hold their herds together. 
But Hensley Hall, county exten­ 
sion agent, says the beef cattle­ 
m an and the small milk producers 
are “sitting it out—they don’t know 
w hat to do” because hay at $35 
to $40 a ton is too high to obtain 
for their entire herds. 
More than the usual number of 
Cole County farm ers are coming 
to Jefferson City to take “ any kind 
of job”—in construction or other 
fields—to pick up enough money 
for hay or, if they are forced to 
give up their livestock, to tide their 
families through the winter. 
Randolph County farm ers have 
built 250 trench silos and 75 other 
em ergency type structures for feed 
storage. 
From Grundy County, Vern Mar- j 
tin, county Producing and M arket­ 
ing com m itteem an, said: “ If the 
drought continues in this area for 
the next 30 days farm ers will have , 
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to sell off their livestock.” 
The most optimistic icjx>rt came 
from Audrain County. While the 
county is suffering from drought 
with corn prospects down an ex- 
tim ated 40 percent, the County M o 
Ibilization Committee notified state 
authorities it did not believe con­ 
ditions merited a disaster rating. 
A few farm ers have seeded grass, 
but most are waiting for rain. 
On the crop front, the soybeans 
estim ates is far down. About one 
third of the normal bean crop has 
been cut for hay in Butler County. 
Jasper County’s bean crop is re­ 
ported down to one third of norm al, 
and what is left is ripening uneven­ 
ly. 
Hauling of w ater is g e n e r a l 
throughout the state, and e v e n 
some cities are feeling the pinch. 
Tank trucks are being used to stock 
the water plant at Lam ar. 
Carthage city officials, while not 
listing the situation as critical, fear 
for the future supply from its wells 
unless the w ater level is restored 
by fall or winter precipitation, 
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Some 
Saline 
County 
farm ers 
have been h a u l i n g w ater for 
months and daily more farm ers 
m ake arrangem ents to get w ater 
at Marshall. Deep wells are fail­ 
ing and usually reliable springs 
have stopped flowing, 
j 
Macon has a constant stream of 
trucks hauling w ater for farm ers. 
La Plata city officials had to ban 
such operations because of a de­ 
pleted supply. 
Amid the bleak picture there are 
bright spots. The state did harvest 
a 
bum per 
wheat 
crop. And 
in 
southeast Missouri 
cotton y ield . 
are expected to run a little under 
normal, with quality high and gin- 
ners recovering a record amount 
of lint from the seed cotton h ar­ 
vested.

The barring of reporters from town council meetings, 
legislative hearings, public committee meetings and 
court trials is in a real sense an infringement on your 
right to know. To limit the press in its atU mpts to obtain 
accurate and factual information is to limit the freedom 
of information. 
While this newspaper condemns such practices on the 
part of public officials, we could hardly do so without 
first examining our own operation and know full well 
that we in every measure practice what we advocate. 
Let’s take as an example our relations with our adver­ 
tisers. The most important function we serve for them 
is by providing the circulation which our newspaper 
gives to their printed sales messages. By this token, we 
feel that each advertiser has a right to know all the facts 
about our circulation before he is invited to tell his sales 
message through our advertising columns. 
Just as the reporter should not be barred from meet­ 
ings having public interest, neither should anyone with 
a legitimate interest be deprived of information which 
is essential as a sound basis for investing his advertis­ 
ing dollars.

And, during this week, many articles will be publish­ 
ed on the freedom of access by the press to information 
which directly affects the general public. We have seen 
suppression of the news by exclusion of the press, and 
while we associate such censorship with other countries, 
it does in fact exist here. 
The barring of reporters from town council meetings, 
legislative hearings, public committee meetings and 
court trials is in a real sense an infringement on your 
right to know. To limit the press in its atte mpts to obtain 
accurate and factual information is to limit the freedom 
of information. 
While this newspaper condemns such practices on the 
part of public officials, we could hardly do so without 
first examining our own operation anti know full well 
that we in every measure practice what we advocate. 
Let’s take as an example our relations with our adver­ 
tisers.

Missouri ’Forms Are 
90 Per Cent Electrified 


WASHINGTON (JPi — The Rural 
Electrification Administration an­ 
nounced today that 89.9 per cent 
of the farms in Missouri are elec­ 
trified. 
The REA report, summarizing 
activity up to last June 30. said 
206.847 of the 230.045 farms in Mis­ 
souri have electric power. 
About 147.600 farms in the United 
States received thoir first electric­ 
ity during the fiscal year ended 
June 30. REA announced. The ag­ 
ency said 90.8 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s farms now are electrified. 
On June 30, REA reported, 4,888.- 
460 farms were connected to power 
suppliers. That left 493,674 Ameri­ 
can farms unelectrified. Over half 
of those with power get it from 
REA-financed systems, the agency 
said. 
In addition to the farms without 
power. REA said about 246,000 oth­ 
er rural establishments are without 
electricity. These include non-farm 
rural homes, schools and churches. 
In percentages of farms electri­ 
fied. three states passed the 99 per 
cent mark during the last fiscal 
year—Michigan 99.9, Indiana 99 3 
and Washington 99 1. Twenty-seven 
states are above the national aver­ 
age of 90.8.

Dear Editor: 
Because of continued criticism 
of the County Drought Commit­ 
tees’ methods of approving and 
disapproving applications for feed 
it is my desire to set forth the ex­ 
act position of the New Madrid 
County Drought Committee in re­ 
gard to this program. 
In the first place, the drought 
Committee is composed of the 
Chairman of the PMA Committee, 
the FHA Supervisor, the County 
Agent, a Farmer and a Banker. 
The farmer makes application at 
the County PMA office for feed 
needed and the application is ap­ 
proved or disapproved 
by the 
above committee. 
In toe beginning of the pro­ 
gram, 
this 
committee, 
after 
a 
thorough study of all regulations 
was of the opinion that a farmer 
in a designated drought area who 
had cattle but who had lost his 
pastures from drought and had 
no prospect of harvesting feed be­ 
cause of drought was eligible for 
feed. Regulations as provided re­ 
peatedly stated that in no event 
was the county drought commit­ 
tee to ask for a financial state­ 
ment from a farmer. 
Under the above supposition ap­ 
provals were made in this county. 
Before the farmers could be noti- 
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fied of these approvals the State 
Drought Committee called a meet­ 
ing at Salem and informed repre­ 
sentatives of the county drought 
committees that their interpreta­ 
tion was entirely too “loose” and 
that they should satisfy themselv­ 
es that there was a mortgage on 
the cattle and the person was in 
a bad financial shape before ap­ 
provals were made. Also during 
this meeting drought committees 
were threatened with an investi­ 
gation if approvals were made in 
any other manner. In a later meet­ 
ing we were also told that the 
PMA Chairman, FHA Supervisor 
and County Agent would be “fir­ 
ed” if acting in any other manner. 
A few days after the Salem 
meeting a state office representa­ 
tive visited our office and review­ 
ed the approvals we had made. He 
stated that we were entirely too 
easy and w’ould have to tighten up. 
We had accepted payment from 
one farmer for feed and were ad­ 
vised by the State Office represen­ 
tative to return his check inas­ 
much as the man’s cattle were not 
mortgaged and he was ineligible 
for feed. This was done by this 
Committee. 
Letters were then sent to all 
farm ers 
(approvals 
first 
made 
were withdrawn) asking them to 
meet with the Committee. When 
farmers appeared at our meetings 
we asked the farmers if they had 
the cattle mortgaged. If so, ap­ 
provals were made. If not, ap­ 
provals were not made. 
Since that time we have re­ 
ceived a suggested form to be 
used 
in 
determining eligibility. 
This suggested form asks “Is your 
present financial condition such 
that unless you receive drought 
emergency feed it will be neces­ 
sary for you to sell all or a ma­ 
jor portion of your livestock.” I 
consider this a financial statement. 
Later we were again visited by 
a State Office representative who 
told 
us we 
were 
entirely 
too 
“tight” in our approvals and sug­ 
gested that we “loosen” up. We re­ 
quested a revision of eligibility 
requirements in writing, which 
we have never received. 
At *he present time we are at­ 
tempting to hold to the regula­ 
tions as set by the State Drought 
Committee although I, personally, 
am not in favor of the restrictions 
set on this program and it is my 
personal opinion that ihe present 
method of administering the pro­ 
gram was not the original intent of 
the Congress and of the President. 
Under the present tangled mess of 
instructions, 
contradictions 
and 
varied interpretations, it is impos­ 
sible to administer this program 
in a fair and equitable manner. 
Although this is a cotton county 


and not a major livestock produc­ 
ing area, those farmers who are in 
the livestock business here have 
as much right to this feed as farm­ 
ers in a major livestock producing 
area and I understand that some 
of the counties have ordered more 
than 100 cars of feed. This county 
has ordered 3 cars. In my opinion 
there could not possibly be that 
much difference in needs and it 
would appear that all counties are 
not following instructions as set 
out in the Salem meeting. I hesi­ 
tate to accuse anyone of party 
politics in a program such as this 
which certainly should be above 
any and all politics. However, I 
will say we will welcome any in­ 
vestigation in our county but cer­ 
tainly will insist that the investi­ 
gations extend to other counties 
which seem to have less difficulty 
with eligibility requirements than 
do the cotton counties of Southeast 
Missouri. 
As stated above, the purpose of 
this letter is to set forth the posi­ 
tion of the County Drought Com­ 
mittee. As far as I am concerned, 
there is no secret in the method 
of making approvals. In order to 
administer this program in a fair 
and equitable manner, revised in­ 
structions must necessarily come 
from the State Drought Commit­ 
tee. I understand that the State 
Committee 
received 
instructions 
direct from Washington. However, 
our instructions do come from the 
State Committee. 
I also wish to state that the 
above opinions as set out are my 
personal opinions and are in no 
way to be construed as the official 
opinion of the PMA County Com­ 
mittee.

Because of continued criticism 
of the County Drought Commit­ 
tees’ methods of approving and 
disapproving applications for feed 
it is my desire to set forth the ex­ 
act position of the New Madrid 
County Drought Committee in re­ 
gard to this program. 
In the first place, the drought 
Committee is composed of the 
Chairman of the PMA Committee, 
the FHA Supervisor, the County 
Agent, a Farm er and a Banker. 
The farmer makes application at 
the County PMA office for feed 
needed and the application is ap­ 
proved 
or disapproved by the 
above committee. 
In the beginning of the pro­ 
gram, 
this 
committee, 
after 
a 
thorough study of all regulations 
was of the opinion that a farm er 
in a designated drought area who 
had cattle but who had lost his 
pastures from drought and had 
no prospect of harvesting feed be­ 
cause of drought was eligible for 
feed. Regulations as provided re­ 
peatedly stated that in no event 
was the county drought commit­ 
tee to ask for a financial state­ 
ment from a farmer. 
Under the above supposition ap­ 
provals were made in this county. 
Before the farm ers could be noti- 


committees that their interpreta­ 
tion was entirely too “loose” and 
that they should satisfy themselv­ 
es that there was a mortgage on 
the cattle and the person was in 
a bad financial shape before ap­ 
provals were made. Also during 
this meeting drought committees 
were threatened with an investi­ 
gation if approvals were made in 
any other manner.

When 
farm ers appeared at our meetings 
we asked the farmers if they had 
the cattle mortgaged.

If not, ap­ 
provals were not made. 
Since that time we have re­

This suggested form asks “Is your 
present financial condition such 
that unless you receive drought 
emergency feed it will be neces­ 
sary for you to sell all or a ma­ 
jor portion of your livestock.”

At *he present time we are at­ 
tempting to hold to the regula­ 
tions as set by the State Drought 
Committee although I, personally, 
am not in favor of the restrictions 
set on this program and it is my 
personal opinion that the present 
method of administering the pro­ 
gram w’as not the original intent of 
the Congress and of the President. 
Under the present tangled mess of 
instructions,

sible to adm inister this program 
in a fair and equitable manner. 
Although this is a cotton county

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How to Build on Egg Cooler in Your Poultry House 


3/4" Thick Asphalt Im pregnated Insulation'' 


This mechanically cooled egg room, when built 8' wide and 6' long, 
will handle the production from a flock of 1000 to 1500 hens. Detailed 
plans are available at County Extension Offices. 


Pouitrymen with flocks of 500 
hens or more should seriously con­ 
sider the construction and use of a 
refrigerated, insulated egg cooling 
room in their laying house. This 
suggestion comes from University 
of Missouri extension pouitrymen 
who point out that today many 
hatching eggs are being sold on a 
hatchability basis. In addition, an 
increasing 
number of eggs are 
being marketed on the graded bas­ 
is. The use of a special egg cooling 
room in the majority of eases will 
materially improve the quality of 
eggs being marketed. 
The refrigerated, insulated egg 
cooling room in most cases ea? be 
conveniently located in the middle 
or one end of the laying house. 
This allows a minimum of distance 
to carry the eggs when gathered. 
The egg room should be located so 
that the eggs are easily picked up 
for marketing. In addition, pro­ 


visions will probably need to be 
made for a small egg handling 
and casing room adjoining the egg 
cooling room. 
The poultryman keeping a high 
producing laying Mock of 1,000 to 
1,200 birds, and now selling on a 
hatchability or graded basis, can 
realize an additional $300 income 
annually through improved qual­ 
ity as a result of proper cooling. 
And this increase can be tripled 
for the producer now selling w ith­ 
out regard to quality— if he will 
use a good egg cooler and m arket 
where the additional quality will 
be paid for. This means a good re­ 
turn on investment needed to pro­ 
vide a refrigerated, insulated egg 
cooling room. 
Complete plans for building the 
egg room may be obtained by 
writing the Missouri College of 
Agriculture or from your county 
extension agent.

This allows a m inim um of distance 
to carry the eggs when gathered. 
The egg room should be located so 
th at the eggs are easily picked up 
for m arketing. In addition, pro­ 


visions will probably need to be 
made for a sm all egg handling 
and casing room adjoining the egg 
cooling room. 
The poultrym an keeping a high 
producing laying flock of 1,000 to 
1,200 birds, and now selling on a 
hatchability or graded basis, can 
realize an additional $300 income 
annually through im proved qual­ 
ity as a result of proper cooling.

“carrier” nor a “potential” dia 
betic. then Helen is a “carrier” 
but should not have diabetes her­ 
self. 
If Helen’s sweetheart has no his­ 
tory of diabetes on both his fath­ 
er’s and his mother’s side, then 
for all practical purposes she need 
not 
worry about her children’s 
having diabetes. 
What holds regarding the inheri­ 
tance of diabetes is likely to be 
true of feeblemindedness and other 
heritable traits. 
Why 
Diabetes 
Diabetes develops because the 
pancreas fails to manufacture e- 
nough insulin. Thanks to vivisec­ 
tion experiments on dogs, we have 
learned this fact and now can In­ 
ject insulin by needle to make up 
the difference. 
A 
diabetic 
may 
actually live 
longer because of his disease than 
he would have lived without it. 
For if he watches his diet and 
thus directs his appetite bv his 
head, this orderly type of living 
may give him a 
greater long­ 
evity than if he had been a glut­ 
ton disregarded medical common 
sense. 
So if you have diabetes or heart 
trouble or 
many other ailments 
that require temperance in your 
eating habits or physical activity, 
you may actually be lucky. 
F or you then become true hu­ 
man beings, living at the level of 
your brain instead of at the level 
of your belly.
